.hru his silo factory, and told us 
iow they fixed the staves, and bent 
he iron that they made the hoops 
out of and put the hinges oh the 
doors, 'neverythingy. but then he did' 
not say anything about a corked jug 
and a grallon of alcohol, altho he 
might have thought that "we were 
not -interested in that part of silo 
:onstruction. 
But then, this is not 


:o awfully strange. 
We have heard 


.hat there are places in Tennessee 
and Kentucky where you can take 
a dollar and a gallon jug and go out 
n the woods and by placing the dol- 
or on a stump, putting the jug on 
op of the dollar, if you go away for 
ibout and hour, that when you re- 
urn the dollar will be gone and the 
ug full of whiskey.

Tnbor snkl her daughter cried. 


"The water, mother! 
The water! 


Fm going to fall in." 


She denied flatly thnt 
Mnud or 


Joseph Virgo, the undertnker to whom 
she wns secretly married, had ever 
discussed an lllegnl qperntion, con- 
tradicting Virgo's own testimony.

Must Sell All Holdings in Stock Yards, 


Railroads and Terminals, Newspa- 


pers and Cold-Storage Ware- 


houses and Branches. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—Attorney Gen- 


eral Palmer announced that the five 
big packers, their main subsidiaries, 
principal stockholders and managers 
had surrendered to the government's 
contentions against the •• monopolistic 
growth oi' the packing Industry and its 
control of unrelated industries. 


By the entry of a permanent in- 


junction decree, to which the packers 
have consented, their nctivities are to 
be confined to meat and by-products, 
eggs, butter, poultry, cheese and con- 
densed milk. Refrigeration is to be 
limited to the cars necessary for car- 
rying their output. 
By the decree, which is to be secured 


by the attorney general within the 
near future, the packers nre to be re- 
quired to-sell their holdings in public 
stock yards, stock-yard railroads and 
terrain'nls, to disassociate themselves 
with the retnil meat business, and with 
ail "unrelated lines." 
This.is to be 


done within two years. 


This solution of the packers' situ- 


ation, which bad its inception with an 
Investigation by the federal trade com- 
mission and with the placing of the 
information in the hands of the attor- 
ney general, will render unnecessary 
the filing of suits against the packers. 


"In general," says the department of 


justice statement, -"this decree pre- 
vents the defecdnnts from exercising 
any further control over the marketing 
of live stock. It forever prevents them 
from nuy control over the retailing of 
ment products. 
It eliminates them 


from the field of meat substitutes with 
the exception of eggs, butter, poultry 
nnd cheese, which are left for future 
consideration and appropriate action; 
and therefore, the price of ment is 
within the control of the people them- 
selves. 
"It places -the conduct of these great 


aggregations of capital Immediately 
under the eye of a federal court with 
reference to their business practices. 
But, grenter than all, It establishes the 
principle that no group of men, no 
matter how powerful, can ever attempt 
to control the food table of the Amer- 
ican peoples, or any one of the neces- 
sities or component parts of It 


"The department of justice, having 


in mind the necessities and interests 
of the whole American people in this 
critical 
reconstruction period, 
feels 


that by insisting upon this surrender 
on the part of the packing business it 
has accomplished more' for the Amer- 
ican people than could have been 
hoped for as a result of^ a long-drawn 
out legal battle." 


Under the decree, the defendants, of 


whom there are 86, are compelled: 


1. To sell under supervision of the 


United States district court, preferably 
to the live stock producers nnd the 
public, alt of their holdings In public 
stock yards. 


2. To sell, under the snrae supervi- 


sion, and in like rnnnner, all their in- 
terests in stock-yurd rnllronds nnd ter- 
minals. 


8. To sell all their interests In mar- 


ket newspapers. 


4. To dispose of all their interests in 


public cold-storage warehouses, except 
ns necessary for their own meat prod- 
ucts. 
5. To 
forever disassociate 
thorn- 


selves with the retail meat business. 


0. To forever disassociate them- 


selves with all "unrelated, lines," in- 
cluding wholesale groceries; 
fresh, 


canned, dried or salt fish; fresh, dried, 
bvayorated or canned fruit;<; confof- 
Uontries, sirups, soda water fountain 
supplies, etc.; molasses, honey,, jams, 
jellies und preserves; spices, sauces, 
relishes, etc.; coffee, tea, chocolate, 
cocoa, nuts, flour, sugar, rice and 
cereals (with an exception to be 
noted), bread, wafers, crackers, bis- 
cuit, spaghetti, vermicelli, macaroni, 
cigars, china, furniture, etc. 


7. To abandon forever the use of 


their branch houses, route cars and 
autotrucks, comprising their distribu- 
tion system, for any other than their 
own meat and dairy products. 


8. To submit perpetually to the jur- 


isdiction of the United States district 
court under an Injunction forbidding 
all thv," defendants from directly or in- 
directly maintaining any combination 
or conspiracy with each other or any 
other pcrsou or persons or monopoliz- 
ing or attempting to monopolize, any 
food product in the United States or 
Indulging in any unlawful practices.

Mrs. Tabor said that 
she prevented him from doing so. It 
was reported. 
The sudden confession on the part 


of Mrs. Tabor, the wrinkled, pictur- 
esque figure In the mystery which has 
at length caught Virgo in its tangles, 
is the first dramatic turn which the 
case has taken since it first stirred 
southern Michigan and the environs 
nearly four weeks ago. 


Mrs. Tabor told her story with a 


rush of words. 
"I knew Maud was to become a 


mother," she said. "Joe Virgo came 
to the house and took Maud away !n 
an auto the latter part of April and 
was gone three days.

Promised to Embalm Body.

goes 


through masonry walls. 
In the corn 


belt, especially in Iowa, hollow clay 
building tile IB quite generally used. 


Tho floor plan that accompanies the 


oxtoi'lor .view of tho barn shows how 
(lie stalls are arranged nnd tho loca- 
tion of tho storage roams. Tliere nro 
Ktulls for eight horses on one sldo of 
tho horse stable and for seven animals 
on tlio other.

tecting arm to Armenia or to Ararat, 
suys tho New York Sun. Under any 
mandatory system 
exorcised by tho 


United States, American soldiers as 
well ns American civilians will have 
to spend part of their lives In these 
countries and although the number 
may not bo very grout, it nevertheless 
will not ho negligible. 


Armenia, a mountainous country, a 


little larger than the state of I'onnsyl- 
vnnla, lies Just south of the Caucasian 
mountains between the Black nnd thu 
C'asplan sous. 
Although It Is bitterly 


cold on the mountains and oppressive- 
ly hot In tho valleys In summer, It Is 
nevertheless a fascinating dreamland, 
abounding In streams nnd lakes nnd 
rare birds and flowers.

Ararat—now the Itopuhlie of Ararat— 
which Is Identified with tho beginnings 
of tlio history of the human race, for 
when the flood subsided Noah's ark 
IH supposed to havo rested upon tlio 
mountain of Ararat. Tho niinio of the

vineyard. 


Nearby Is another spit 
called

most frequently mentioned as zones 
to be given over to the. protecting wing 
of the American eagle, Everyone ad- 
mits if the job is done nt all by Uncle 
Sam it will be done In the typical 
whole-hearted American munner. The 
question therefore arises iiS to what 
the American men %vho will be called 
upon to play an active part will think 
of It. 
It will admittedly be important to 


give the Americans advance informa- 
tion as to what they are to expect 
If they go as part of Uncle Sam's pro- 
tecting arm to Armenia or to Ararat, 
says the New York Sun. 
Under tiny 


mandatory system exercised by the 
Dnitert States, American soldiers as 
svell as American civilians will have 
to spend part of. their lives in these 
countries and although the number 
may not be very great, it nevertheless 
n-ill not be negligible. 


Armenia, a mountainous country, a 


little larger than the state of Pennsyl- 
vania, lies just south of the Caucasian 
mountains between the Black and the 
Caspian sens. 
Although it is bitterly 


cold on the mountains and oppressive- 
ly hot In the valleys in.summer,- It is 
nevertheless n fascinating dreamland, 
abounding In streams and lakes and 
rare birds and flowers. It is referred 
to frequently ns the "cradle of hu- 
manity," for it claims within its bor- 
ders the Garden of Eden. 
Its his- 


tory is somewhat obscure, but it is 
said that the Armenian ntition sprang 
up from the great grandson of Ja- 
pheth, the son of Nouh. 


"Republic" of Ararat. 


Armenia is the proud possessor of 


Ararat—now the Republic o£ Ararat— 
which is identified with the beginnings 
of the history of the human race, for 
tvhen the flood subsided Noah's ark 
Is supposed to have rested upon the 
mountain of Ararat. The name of the 
village at the entrance to the glen 
on the northeast foot- of Mount Ararat 
Is Arghuri, meaning "be planted the 
vine," and American troops Nmay be 
told that this was Noah's vineyard. 
Nearby is another spit called "Mu- 
nard,"'meaning "the mother lies here," 
ami this is pointed put as the burinl 
place of Noah's wife. The first strip 
of land seen from the ark 
is also 


shown to visitors at a place called 
"Ernvan," meaning visible, and the 
town of Nakchwan, meaning "first 
habitation," is another point of inter- 
est.If the Jtttle Republic of Ararat 
wins mandatory protection from the 
United States, American soldiers may 
have the opportunity of defending the 
mountain, which is regarded with 
superstitious nwe. 
It is believed by 


the surrounding people still to con- 
tain the relics of Noah's ark, un- 
changed by time or decay. But Tartars 
and Turks say its summit is the abode 
of the devil and launch frequent cam- 
paigns against its "evil influence." 
American troops may \ye\\ have an 
opportunity of engaging in almost con- 
tinuous warfare in defense of this 
most ancient historical shrine.

The ancient customs pre- 
vail In many places, and here there 
will be special opportunity for the 
Americans to learn and appreciate the 
ancient ways. New ideas of courtship. 


of marriage, of social etiquette will be 
absorbed by the Yanks. 


For'example, if an American soldier 


goes to call on a girl he may find her 
father present,, and may be offered a 
cup of coffee, while the girl waits for 
the empty cup. The American soldier 
must drink coffee, return the cup and 
say:

"God reward you, beautiful child. 
If the Arnertenn receives a ring the 


next day, it means thut the girl likes 
him and thnt the wedding ceremony Is 
to be held eight days later. 


The wedding, according to the cus- 


tom of the people, always begins on 
|*Friday. 
This means that tue bride 


and lier friends go to the public bath 
i«nd spend the day bathing and feast- 
ing. The invited guests, in their best 
clothes, go to the house on Saturday 
night, where they sit on the floor or 
in chairs, according to their station in 
life 
A wedding repast 
with rare 


oriental dishes is had from low1 tables 
and it is by custom not a dry supper. 
So far apparently the bride nnrt tho 
bridegroom celebrate each with their 
own friends and in their own way. 
The ceremony continues on into the 
next day. which is featured by the 
bridegroom having his head shnved 
before the guests in a very showy 
manner nnd with great ceremony. 


Later, in cnse the bridegroom is an 


American soldier, for example, 
the 


priest arrives to bless 
the 
Yank's 


wearing apparel before he puts it on. 
By ten o'clock all start out, priest, 
bridegroom nnd'friends, for the home 
of the bride. The men carry torches 
and are accompanied by musicians. 
Arriving on the scene the American 
soldier would be welcomed by having 
rose water sprinkled over him and 
would otherwise be accorded a magnif- 
icent reception. He begins then to go 
tbo rounds, kissing I the hands of all 
the guests, 
but beginning with the, 


father-in-law nnd the mother-in-law. 
The bride, meanwhile, appearing very 
bashful, remains modestly off in a 
corner, covered from bead to foot in 
scarlet silk. 
She must not .respond 


when the priest first calls: 
"Bring 


forth the bride." Upon the second call 
she'must also stand pat, but on the 
third call she comes! forth. 


The American and his bride would 


then go to the altar, kvhere after a cer- 
emony lasting about an hour, their 
heads come In contact. The heads are 
tied together with a string, nnd the 
ceremony is finished for the time be- 
ing 
The actual ceremonial function 


continues until the following Saturday, 
when the Yank nnd his bride would be 
called upon to go to the home of the 
rathor-in-law and mother-in-law and 
kiss their hands again. 


If a Yank is a guest he must not 


•foreet to take off his boots before en- 
tering the "parlor. He will see shoes 
arranged in pairs at the door, serving 
as a "Who's Who" for guests preceding 
him In some cases slippers put over 
the boots for the special occasion wiU 
Serve the sc.me purpose as taking oil 
the shoes, the Idea being that the 
guest must not enter with the shoes 
currying the dirt of the streets. 


It will be essential in some respects, 


tn cnse the mandatory 
plan 
goes 


through, for the American troops not 
to shave either their mustaches or 
their l>enfas. To do! so would signify 
punishment, for the people there never 
shave their beards excepting 
when 


forced to, just as Americans seldom 
shavo their heads unless they are re- 
sponding to prison regulations. 


Some of the gestures will be per- 


plexing to the American nt first, but 
he would have little trouble in learn- 
ing them. For example, be must not 
shc.ke his head to say "No," but must 
throw his head backward: If he means

site shoud attack thp stems and leaves 
of tho cedar and produce these tumor- 
like growths, but this Is only one-ball 
of the story." euyfl Frank D. Kern, 
writing of the parasite known ad 
"Odur Apples," In Boys' Life. 
"The 


other half Is the climax of strange- 
ness. 
The parasite leads a 'double 


life.' In Its other Bingo It lives on the 
apple tree, chlelly affecting the leaves, 
but sometimes tho fruit. 
Wild crab 


apples and cultivated apples are both 
affected, ' The apple grower speaks of 
IH us 'orchard rust,''and on the apple 
It produces an entirely different effect, 
From Its appearance one would never 
suspect Its relation to the 'cedar ap- 
ples.' Yellowish or reddish spots Brut 
appear on tho apple leaves. On the 
upper ekle of these spots small dots 
develop and lulor become blackish.

Parasite That Attacks 


Both Cedar and Apple 


Tree With Bad Results 


"It may seem strange that a para- • 


site shoud attack the steins and leaves 
of the cedar and produce these tumor-'! 
like growths, but this Is only, one-half 
of the story." eayB Frank D. Kern, 
writing of the parasite known, as 
"Cedar Apples," In Boys' Life. "The 
other half Is the climax of strange- 
ness. 
The parasite leads a 'double 


life.' In its other stage it lives on the 
apple tree, chiefly affecting the leaves, 
but sometimes the fruit. 
Wild crab 


apples? arid cultivated apples are both 
affected. -The apple grower speaks of 
is as 'orchard rust,''and on the apple 
It produces an entirely different effect. 
From its appearance one, would never 
suspect Its relation to the 'cedar ap- 
ples.' 
Yallowlsh or reddish spots first 


appear on the apple leaves. 
On the 


upper side of these spots small dots 
develop and later become blackish. 
On the under side of the leaves deli- 
cate feathery projections develop. In 
the fall, winter nnd spring, the para- 
site lives on the cedar. It goes back 
nrid forth by means of tiny 'germs' 
known as spqres, which are carried 
by the wind. This history of the para- 
site suggests that it would find con- 
ditions best where cedars and apples 
grow close together, and such is the 
case. On the apple this rust is a ser- 
ious disease In s-ome localities. 
The 


best method of prevention is the de- 
struction of the cedars in' the vicinity. 
It is not likely that the wind will car- 
ry the spore for more than a few 
miles.

The Bos- 
ton Braves won in 1914 and the three 
other eastern clubs' carried off the 
honors in the next three seasons—the 
Phillies in 1915, the Dodgers in 1910, 
and the Giants in 1917. 
Last year the 


pennant moved westward and went to 
the Cubs. 
Now the Reds have won 


the honors, but It is doubtful that 
either the Pirates or the Cardinals will 
be able to add another link to the 
chain that has been forged during the 
last six years. 


Pennant winning has been something 


of "a monopoly In the past, two or three 
clubs taking most of the honors ov(er 
a long stretch of years. 
From 1890 


to 1900, inclusive, the Boston, Brook- 
lyn and Baltimore clubs did all the 
pennant 
winning 
in 
the 
National 


league. 
Boston won five pennants, 


while 
Baltimore and Brooklyn 
got 


three apiece. 


From 1903 to 1013, inclusive, the 


Giants, Cubs and Pirates did all the 
winning in the National league. The 
giants won in 1904-5 and 1911-12-13, 
,the Pirates In 1901-2-3 and 1909, and 
the Cubs winning in 1906-7-8 and 1910. 
The Braves broke into the charmed 
circle In 1914, and since that year the 
pennants have been moving from city 
to city. 
The St. Louis National league 


club Is the only one of the senior ma- 
jor league which never has had a pen- 
nant winner. 


In the American league only four of 


the eight cities have hud pennant win- 
ners since the league was started 20 
years ago. 
Philadelphia and Boston 


lean with six pennants each, Chicago 
has won five flags, while Detroit has 
accounted for the remaining three. 
Chicago won in 1000-1. 1900, 1917 and 
1919. 
Philadelphia won In 1902, 1905, 


1910-11, and 1913-14. 
Boston won in 


1903-4, 1912,, 19115-10 and 1918. De- 
troit carried off the honors in 1907-8-9.

Mr. Shidehara, ambassador of Japan, 


i.s another waiting to be received, as is 
also the Polish minister. 
Then the

he ready to be received, while tlie Bra- 
zilian ambassador and the ministers of 
Switzerland and Czecho-Slovnkia wil 
he here shortly.

My opinion ot those mon is that they 
should have died'by tho fireside, as 
in my opinion they arc mighty poor 
men, Any man, wlio is'used'to cut- 
ting wood should be able to cut from 
two and one-half to three cords a 
day, ''and should not have to sweat 
any to do it. I am not one of those 
guys -who are setting in an easy 
chair, I have handled an ax for the 
past 12 or 15. yearn myself. Tliero 
are men who are cutting as high as 
four and a half cords a day and they 
don't think anything of II. 
Most of 


the wood cutters cut by the cord and 
not' by tho day, getting $2 a cord for 
cutting it. That loaves Mr. Farmer 
$4 for hauling it jind ho can easily 
haul a cord and a half at a load it 
the roads are fair.

»6 a cord is not -a. fair price, but 
a good price and a farmer can make 
$6.08 a day on that; even if her has 
to haul It 10 miles. It was stated by 
Mr. Cramer that ft would take two 
men all day lo cut two cords of woo"-, 
My opinion of those men is that they 
should have died by the fireside, as 
in my opinion they a;re mighty poor 
men.- Any man. who is used to cut- 
ting wood should be able to cut from 
two and one-half to three cords a 
day, 'and should not have to sweat 
any to do it. I am not one of those 
guys'-who are setting in an easy 
chair 
I have handled an ax for the 


past 12 or 15. years myself. There 
are men who are cutting as high as 
four and a half cords a day and they 
don't think anything of it. 
Most of 


the wood cutters cut by the cord and 
not by the day, getting $2 a cord for 
cutting it. That leaves Mr. Farmer 
'$4 for hauling it and he can easily 
haul a cord and a half at a load it 
the roads are fair. 
Of course there 


are men that will cut by the day and 
after they have a"cord or so cut they 
will "if down and think it over, but 
this is not the kind of men to hire. 
Stop and think, Mr. Farmer, only 


a few years ago when you sold your 
wood at $3 and $3.50 a cord and it 
had to be,all body wood. Time and 
time again a farmer would be down 
town all day trying to sell his load, 
and lots of times he would leave it 
there or sell it a dollar cheaper, and 
other produce was much the same. 
Eggs lOc a dozen, now 60c; butter 
Iffc and 18c now 65c and 70c; pota- 
toes 8c and lOc a bushel, now $1.25 
and 51.50; Hay $8 and flO now $18 
and $20; wheat 40'c and 
SOc now 


$2.25, and 'still you are kicking. 
Now to get back to the wobd again: 
When a farmer gets an acre of wood 
cut, the next year he will use the 
land for pasture and a few years 
later will be raising crops on it, and 
the increase on that one acre in val- 
ue will buy four more. A man does 
not cut his timber to get rflt of it. 
He wants the land cleared up so that 
it can be used and will bring more 
in case he wants to sell. 
I am with the fuel administrator. 


He is right and I hope you will find it 
out some day. 
So please fire those 


men that are only cutting a oord a 
day and get some to cut by the cord 
aud see,if you' won't do better. 
I 


am sorry I can't shake hands with 
you, 
but you will have to excuse me. 


I am out in; the Minnesota woods 
now, and while I am only a common 
man I can cut my three cords of 4 
loot wood a day easy, and don't have 
to sweat any either. 
I spent 25 


years of my life in Grand Rapids and 
I have not heard a thing like this 
before.
